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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, for example, the "an 
installing room", "a positioning region", "an opening", "a covering body", "a motherboard 
module", and "a decoration member'' must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 6, 13-14 and 16-17 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
"the region" in claims 6 and 16-17, the position region" in claim 13, and "the covering 
body" in claim 14 lack antecedent bases. Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The "a installation room" and "a positioning region" in claims 
1 and 13 are not discussed in the specification. 

The following rejections are based on the Examiner's best understanding of the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Erler et 
al. (US 5,706,168). 

Erler teaches a casing structure (fig. 1 ) of a portable electronic device (10), 
where the portable electronic device consisted of a predetermined casing (12) made by 
bendable metal (see col. 3, line 67 through col. 4, Iine3), the casing comprising an 
installing room (fig. 12) for locating and positioning electronic elements (for example, 
58), a positioning region located on a surface (45) of the casing structure for installing 
external elements, an opening (at 46) being on other surfaces excluding the surface 
with the positioning region so as to that the electronic elements entering to the installing 
room, and while an extendable covering folded plate (46 being extended from the rear 
to the front as shown in fig. 7, and folded as shown in fig. 12) installed at a side of the 
opening (see figs. 7 and 12), which seals the opening aptly (claims 1-2 and 13); a 
plurality of positioning pins (59) are installed on the covering body (claims 3 and 14); the 
electronic elements consist a motherboard module (54) (claims 4 and 15); the 
positioning region includes an input/output (I/O) device region (64) (claims 5 and 16); 
the region includes a speaker device region (at 82) (claims 6 and 17); a decoration 
member (150, see col. 7, line 67 through col. 8, line 2) is attached to the surface of the 
casing (claims 7 and 18); a carving is enchased to the surface of the casing (shown on 
150 in fig. 1 ; and see col. 8, lines 6-8) (claims 8 and 19); the casing is made of 
aluminum alloy texture (see col. 7, line 67 through col. 8, line 5) (claims 9 and 20); the 
portable electronic device is a notebook (fig. 1) (claim 10); and the portable electronic 
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device is a tablet PC or a personal digital assistant (PDA) (since tablet PC and PDA are 
both portable electronic devices) (claims 11-12).
